Ppreme Court today enjoined the Ore- 
gon and California Railroad Com- 
pany from selling the undisposed por- 
tion of its congressional land grant. 
Sales to actual settlers in 160-acre 
tracts at $2.50 an acre are permitted 
under the decision after Congress has 
had six months in which to enact 
further iegisiation on the subject. 
The lands involved are valued at 
more than $30,000,000. 

The court refused to forfeit the 
lands to the government for the com- 
pany’s failure to comply with pro- 
visions as to price and settlement, 
and also denied the application of 
actual settlers who have gone on the 
lands without permission of the rail- 
road and of applicants for entry, to 
have the property declared a trust in 
their behalf. 

The suit was instituted by the gov- 
ernment in conformity with a resolu- 
tion by Congress. It dealt only with 
lands unsold. It appeared in the 
evidence that some of the land had 
been sold in 40,000-acre tracts for as 
much as $7.50 an acre. Today's de- 
cision preserved any right the gov- 
ermment may have to bring suit 
touching land dy sold, 

The court found that Congress in 
making the grant had made no posi- 
tive provisions as to settlement. Con- 
sideration also was given to the ar- 
gument of the railroad that 
portions of the property could not 
be sold to actual settlers, because the 
land was not capable of settlement. 
It was pointed out further that much 
of the land was more valuable for 
timber than for settlement, and thus 
would be a source of speculation.

Interviews the Pope.

“And the burning of Louvain and 
the bombardment of churches?” 

“The Germans reply that their 
troops have been fired upon,” the 
Pope made answer. “They have de- 
clared that there was an observatory 
in the tower of the cathedral at 
Kheims. With reference to Louvain, 
I have already given orders concern- 
ing it. We shall assist in restoring 
the cathedrais. Ils there need to say 
that we condemn with all our force 
such things? Every shot fired upen 
the Cathedral of Rheims was felt in 
my heart.” 

The Pope struck his breast and 
added: 

“But the hour has not yet come 
to disentangle the truth from all the 
contradictory assertions which’ sur- 
round it. The Vatican is not a court. 
We do not give judgment; the judge 
ig on high.” . 

“At least one can protest against 
the arrest cf a prince of the church,” 
ventured the correspondent. 

“I shall surprise you, Cardinal 
Mercier (archbishop of Malines,) has 
never been arrested,” replied the 
Pope. “He can go about his diocese 
as he pleases. I have received from 
Gen. Von Bissing, the governor of 
Beigium, a letter assuring me that 
he would repreas hereafter with the 
utmost energy all acts of violence 
against churches and against the min- 
ister of God.” 7 

The Pcpe then referred to the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania, and ie quoted by 
the correspondent as saying: 

“I do not know of any more fright- 
ful transaction. What grief to see 
our generation the prey of such hor- 
rors! I have the heart of a father, 
and this heart has been torn. But 
what do you think cf the blockade 
which constricts two empires, which 
condemns to famine millions of inno- 
cents? Is that inspired also by feel- 
ings entirely humane?” 

The Pope continued: 

“I do not say that after the war 
I will not proclaim a syllabus, recall. 
ing and summing up the doctrines 
of the church on this subject and 
relating for the future the rights and 
duties cf belligerents. Then one will 
find without doubt the formal con- 
demnation of crimes which have been 
committed during the war.”

GENERAL CHANDLER, MAN 
_OF SERVICE, DIES HERE. 


RIGADIER - GENERAL JOHN 
GORHAM CHANDLER, U.S.A. 
(retired) who gave all the years of 
his active life to the service of his 
country, died Sunday at his home in 
this city, No. 116 North Mariposa 
avenue. He was 84 years old. 


Bince his retirement from the army 
in 1896 Gen. Chandler has lived in this 


city, quietly but in a circle of devoted |» 


friends. These twenty years of resi- 
dence in Southern California were in 
a sense the fulfillment of a desire born 
in 1855, when Gen. Chandler, then 
just graduated from Point, 
passed through the pueblo of Los An- 
geles en route to the Presidio at San 
Pranciseo. At that time the city had 
juat been surveyed by Gen. Ord. 

Gen. Chandler was born near Lex- 
ington, Mass., Dec, 31, 1830. Passing 
his early life at the very place where 
the first blows were struck for Amer- 
ican liberty, he ardently sought an 
appointment to West Point and en- 
tered the army school at the age of 


7.

to the artillery, but was at once trans- 
ferred to the Quartermaster Depart- 
ment of the General Staff, where he 
served throughout the war with faith- 
fulness and credit to himself. 

While moving from New York in 
company with a detachment of the 
Third Artillery the then Lieut. Chan- 
dlier was among hundreds of persons 
rescued when the side-wheel steamer

Chandler, with 192 others, was taken 
aboard the ship Antarctic and con- 
veyed on her to Liverpool. 

After the war Gen. Chandler served 
at most of the army posts in the coun- 
try till reaching the age of retirement. 
He came at once to Los Angeles, es- 
tablishing a home and connection with 
St. Paul's parish of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, of which he was 
a vest 

He leaves a son, Logan B. Chandler, 
of No. 1041 Beacon street.
